Regulation of Bone Meal Imports 
Asked Following Anthrax Outbreak 


WASHINGTON An unseasonal 
outbreak of anthrax in 
states of Illinois, Indiana and 
provoked an extraordinary session of 
the U.S. Livestock Sanitary Assn 
here March 27 with officials of U.S 
Department of Agriculture and the 
feed industry

(1) That USDA the im- 
port of bone meal except where prop- 
erly sterilized; (2) require feed man- 
ufacturers to tag all shipments with 
the notification that they contain im- 
ported bone meal together with a 
certification that the bone meal has 
been properly sterilized and (3) that 
all outbreaks of anthrax be imme- 
diately reported to state and federal 
authorities. 

Preliminary investigation of the 
appearance of anthrax in swine in the 
above mentioned states discloses that 
the infection appears to have come 
from two shipments of imported bone 
meal from Belgian sources. However, 
it is furthér reported that some of the 
bags in which the allegedly infected 
meal was received bore stamps indi- 
cating that part of the bone meal 
material may have originated in In- 
dia or Afghanistan. 

Moving quickly to insure full co- 
operation of the feed industry, Walter 
C. Berger, president of the American 
Feed Manufacturers Assn., told Feed- 
stuffs that he was urging his mem-

bership to take all practical steps 
to examine imported bone meal for 
anthrax spores and to process this 
meal, when practicable, to kill these 
germs 

Anthrax is an acute infectious bac- 
terial disease of livestock which, in its 
most common form, is characterized 
by acute blood poisoning, its rapid 
onset and rapidly fatal course. Most 
frequent symptom of the disease in 
hogs is swelling under the jaw. Cattle 
with anthrax may bloat very rapidly. 
Blood of all animals that die of anth- 
rax is dark in color and slow to clot. 
All farm animals, except poultry, are 
susceptible to the disease 

The feed industry feels it is some- 
what the innocent victim of the pres- 
ence of anthrax spores in imported 
bone meal or animal] tankage, since 
the federal government does not 
maintain any quarantine provisions 
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of the

The balance is used by other in- 
dustries which put the imported bone 
meal to industrial uses.

OPS officials say that they expect 
and are warned that USDA will not

No Veto Power 

It must be understood USDA 
has no veto power over OPS 
action regarding end products of ag- 
ricultural commodities. USDA, under 
present law, is responsible only to 
certify legal minimum requirements 
for raw and unprocessed agricultural 
commodities. Any opinions of USDA 
officials regarding processed agricul- 
tural commodities is gratuitous and 
advisory and need not be followed by 
the price agency. 

However, the fine political hand of 
USDA may assert itself at top gov- 
ernment levels and halt approval of 
plans of OPS working level officials 
In the last analysis OPS Director El- 
lis Arnall is unlikely to sign a soybean 
oil meal price boost if the Secretary 
of Agriculture moves agajnst this 
proposal. 

Essentially, USDA objections are

FORMULA FEEDS: HOW’S BUSINESS? 








The formula feed manufacturers still are hopefully waiting for a spring 
upswing in business, but as yet their hopes have been rewarded only moderate- 
ly and in some cases the situation is downright disappointing. The over-all 
picture blurred by a wide range of demand experience, with the disappointing 
aspects highlighted by apparent price resistance and a slow warm-up to 
spring temperatures and buyers’ temperament. In some cases the unseasonable 
weather has improved demand, notably for cattle feeds on western ranges. 
While starter feeds are moving in better volume in the Midwest, the main 
push hasn't been felt. Reports from some other sections of the country are 
gloomy. Reports on ingredient markets also are checkered, with the Pacific 
area noting plentiful supplies of protein meals and the Southeast reporting

required that feed manufacturers use 
only bone meal from federally 
spected plants; and that before im- 
ported bone meal can be processed 
into feed it must be re-processed un- 
der high steam pressure for 3% hours 
to kill any anthrax spores. 

Rendering plants in Indiana which 
are not federally licensed are to be 
closed until the plants have been in- 
spected for the presence of anthrax 
spores either in feed ingredients or 
in machines in which bone meal or 
tankage has been processed 

In this connection USDA officials 
say that not only should the bone 
meal itself be subject to inspection 
and reprocessing but, also that the 
bagging and machinery should be 
cleaned or inspected against presence 
of the anthrax spore

Manufacturers Cautioned 

Mr. Berger, in pledging the full 
cooperation of the feed industry, is 
cautioning all feed manufacturers to 
take every possible step to insure 
that manufactured feed does not car- 
ry anthrax infected bone meal or 
tankage 

Admittedly the problem of reproc- 
essing is a serious one but the ex- 
treme steps already taken by Indiana 
marks the gravity of the outbreak for 
the feed manufacturer. All feed plants 
which have imported bone meal 
should take every precaution neces- 
sary to insure themselves against 
the presence of anthrax spores in 
their products 

USDA officials report that the 
anthrax outbreak is showing a rela- 
tively low rate of mortality in swine 
something less than .2% of the swine 
infected. However, where the animal 
survives the attack it is still believed 
to carry the germ in its glands for 
some period after the full attack. It 
is not known if the anthrax spore

OPS Issues Orders 
Easing CCC Price 
Support Problems 


WASHINGTON —In two actions 
last week the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization provided ceiling price con- 
ditions for sales of agricultural com- 
modities and processed non-basic non- 
storable agricultural commodities ob- 
tained under price support programs 
of Commodity Credit Corp. 

The first, taken through the issu- 
ance of General Overriding Regula- 
tion 26, establishes ceiling prices for 
sales to CCC which reflect the re- 
quired level of price support set by 
CCC and, an addition, processor mar- 
gins which CCC sets for these proc- 
essing operations. 

The price levels so established also 
apply to sales between individuals 
of agricultural commodities obtained 
in price supporting operations, or 
they may use their General Ceiling 
Price Regulation ceilings as adjusted 
by subsequent pass-throughs which- 
ever are higher. However, where the 
seller elects to use the provisions of 
this overriding regulation, he must 
price under it all sizes, containers 
and sales to all classes of purchas- 
ers of the commodity for which a 
price support program exists. Subse- 
quently, however, he may decide to 
revert to the GCPR alternative and 
use the pass-through provisions pro- 
vided there. 

In another similar action to ease 
the problems of CCC—Amerdment 2 
to Supplementary Regulation 14 to 
the GCPR—OPS has provided ceil- 
ing price ruling for sales by CCC 
of non-basic, non-storable commodi- 
ties such as butter and nonfat dry 
milk solids. Previously in SR 14, OPS 
provided ceiling prices for basic 
and storable non-basic agricultural 
commodities which did not cover 
products such as those named imme- 
diately above. 

Now in Section 3 of SR 14, OPS 
provides that sales by CCC of non- 
storable, non-basic agricultural com- 
modities, processed or non-processed, 
shall be priced not to exceed the 
highest of (1) the highest ceiling 
price the purchaser could pay to his 
usual suppliers plus other normal con- 
ditions of sale; (2) the cost of ac- 
quisition of the commodity by CCC 
plus reasonable carrying charges; 
(3) the latest announced price sup- 
level or purchase price under a 
support program plus reasonable han- 
dling or from the 


storage charges

ADJUSTMENT NOTICES GO 
TO OPS DISTRICT OFFICES 


WASHINGTON—Processors of ag- 
ricultural commodities who make 
“parity” adjustments in their ceiling 
prices hereafter will send notice of 
the adjustments to their district offi- 
ces, rather than the national office, 
of the Office of Price Stabilization 

OPS amended the General Ceiling 
Price Regulation last week to make 
this change in the notification meth- 
od. The amendment was No. 30

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Good Clerks Are Not Found — 
They Are Made 





stopped looking for good clerks and 
made a few of them. In my travels | 
through the Midwest the past few | 
years, I have heard many a feed | 
dealer say that he wished he could 
hive a good outside salesman, a good 
mill worker, a good clerk, etc. A lot 
of these dealers tried to give me the 


impression that good salesmen and 
clerks did not exist anymore, like 
they did in the old days, that 


people no longer had the ambition to 
try to get ahead by honest means, 
involving hard work. 

But this is not necessarily true. 
Foreigners usually say that we Amer- 
icans work too hard and wear our- 
selves out at age 40 or 50. Obviously 
if we were lazy, we wouldn't do that. 
Our high rate of production, too, at- 
tests to the fact that somebody is 
working hard. All of us are not sitting 
around on barrels swapping stories. 

How does one make a good clerk? 
In the first place, the dealer needs to 
pay the learner well and hold prom- 
ise of still better pay if and when the 
new employee produces enough extra 
business. 

The employee must be stimulated 
by future rewards. He must have a 
goal to work toward, instead of just 
eight-hour days, punching a clock. 


Training Necessary 
Secondly, the new clerk must be 
given training in the work which he 
is to do. Someone must show a “fath- 
erly” interest in him to the extent 
that he wil] be taught what manage- 
ment knows about his job. He must 
be made to feel that management is 
interested in him, interested in train- 
ing him well, so that he can serve 
customers better, so that he can earn 
more profit for his employer and more 
money for himself. 

These goals should not be separat- 
ed. They should be linked together. 
A new employee should not be en- 
couraged to work only for himself. 
He should be told that he has a 
definite responsibility to make money 
for his employer, to pay for his share 
of the company overhead, that he is 
part of a whole. 

Young men and women of today 
are much better educated than their 
ancestors. They have learned about 
responsibility and salesmanship know- 
how in high schools. All they need 
now is some special training in the 
field in which they are going to work 
and they will come along fast as good 
producers. 

It is a well known fact that at a 
certain period in employee training 
that the training can be done better 
in groups than individually. Give the 
individual employee plenty of instruc- 
tion privately about the specific 
phases of his job, but also give him 
training in a group, so that he gets 
the idea of group responsibility in the 
attaining of a satisfactory volume of 
business. If he sees others willing to 
learn, then he often is more willing, 
too.

probably a very long one. It began 
four to five thousand years ago when 
the peoples of southern Asia cap- 
tured the wild jungle fowl. Sometime 
during the last 1,000 years B.C., do- 
mesticated specimens were transport- 
ed into two distinct areas and select- 
ed for different purposes. These two 
distinct areas are usually designated 
as Asiatic and Mediterranean 

A very large table bird was devel- 
oped in the Asiatic area, primarily in 
China. It is probable that this change 
in size was accomplished simply by 
selection of the birds for 
breeders. Egypt and other countries

ably to the prevalence of wild fowl, 
egg production apparently was em- 
phasized in the Mediterranean area 

Much later than the Asiatic and 
Mediterranean migrations was a 
movement of chickens into western 
Europe and the British Isles. The 
warriors took chickens with them as 
pets and probably as a source of meat 
and eggs. 

Poultry breeding research, the pre- 
cursor of genetics for those days, was 
primarily concerned with exploding 
myths. Ideas were prevalent up to 
the latter part of the 19th century 
that chickens should hatch during the 
increase of the new moon. To make 
white chickens, eggs were soaked for 
two days in honey before setting the 
hen. Another example was coloring 
the eggs so that the chickens would 
hatch out with the correct color. Even 
during the 19th century chickens were 


worth more for feathers to make 
feather beds and pillows than for 
meat and eggs 

Mass hybridization reached its 
peak in America about 1850. The 
three distinct types from Asia, the 


Mediterranean area and the original 
game-cock of the Pilgrim Fathers 
were intermingled en masse. Out of 
this mass hybridization arose all of 
the American class chickens as Rhode 
Island Reds, Plymouth Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes and New Hampshires 

The American White Leghorn had 
an interesting hybridization history 
In the early 1900's it was a fine- 
bodied bird with a long graceful tail 
laid very small and good for 
little except exhibition. Some even 
suggested that the long-tailed Jap- 
anese Yokohama or Phoenix had been 
one of its forbears. As a result of 
this there was another mass impor- 
tation in the 1920’s of English White 
Leghorns which were interbred with 
the American one. To this day in 
American poultry, a Leghorn with 
a large comb and an upright whisk- 
broom type of tail is referred to as 
an English White Leghorn

now. Had not Pear! in Maine, Dryden 
in Oregon and many others demon- 
strated that progress was impossible 
by individual selection alone? 

A few breeders in New Hampshire 
took the attitude that the geneticists 
might know their genetics but they 
did not know their chickens. They 
reared thousands from which to se- 
lect the few rare specimens. Prob- 
ably less than 1% was used to pro- 
duce the next generation. No trap- 
nesting nor pedigree records were 
used, just more and larger houses 
The result was phenomenal. In 1918 
a 2 lb. average at 12 weeks of age 
was exceptional. In 1948, 12,000 New 
Hampshire breed chickens on test 
from 12 different producers averaged 
exactly 4 lb. or double the 1918 fig- 
ure. A part of this has resulted from 
feeding and management 

However, egg production Rhodes 
of a similar adult size under similar 
conditions average to weigh about 3 Ib 
Through all factors of environment 
and heredity, chicken meat is less per 
pound than mince (hamburger) in 
America and poultrymen are prosper- 
ing. Today the geneticist says that 
the accomplishment of the table poul- 
try breeders in America is easily ex- 
plained. Growth rate has a much 
higher heritability than egg produc- 
tion. Thus geneticists, even today 
find themselves busy trying to an- 
alzye why a breeder succeeded when 
he did not follow the orthodox rules 
and proceeded against what were 
considered genetic facts. 


Crossbreeding Era 

With the beginning of the hybrid 
vigor era the geneticist again has 
been helpful to the breeder. This hy- 
brid vigor period could be designated 
as getting under way about 1930. By 
that time maize geneticists were be- 
ginning to get a faint idea of how 
hybrid vigor behaves. Geneticists still 
do not know what heterosis really is

Hybrid vigor and its utilization by 
poultrymen has been a sort of a step- 
wise process. I shall, for the sake of 
clarity, break it down into several 
sub-periods which are overlapping at 
the present time 


Breed Crossing 

Cross breeding, of course, dates 
back much further than what I am 
considering as the beginning of the 
hybrid vigor era in poultry breeding 
Geneticists, in the early days, direct- 
ed the breeders against retaining the 
crossbreds as parents. Also, geneti- 
cists demonstrated and emphasized 
that all strain or breed crosses did 
not give hybrid vigor. They stressed 
the necessity of testing breed strains 
and similar well known principles 
familiar to all. 

I should emphasize that, in the 
early crossbreeding period, fads

Two Alternatives 

When people find themselves con- 
fronted with such odds, there are two 
alternatives: 

1. To throw up their hands and say 
“Why worry, the chickens will be 
here when we are dead and gone.” 

2. To invent new terminology and 
concepts to cope with such a number! 
of possibilities 


A chain reaction of the mathe- 
matical approach to hybrid vigor 
started in England with R. A. Fisher 


followed by Sewall Wright and J. L 
Lush in America. A word which soon 
may become as common as the word 
“average” is the word “variance 
Variance in one figure expresses the 
entire variability in a flock of chick- 
ens for one characteristic as egg pro- 
duction. It is somewhat equivalent 
in use to the term “light years” of 
astronomers 





At the present time another new 
word has been coined. It is heritabil- 
ity or the heritable portion of the va- 
riance. Heritability has little mean- 
ing to the majority of poultrymen yet 
it is a measuring stick by which flocks 
of chickens or different characteris 
tics might be compared 

To me, the choice of breeding meth- 
od is first dependent on the answer 
to one question. Is the chicken of the 
future going to be a purebred or a 
crossbred? Is the sale of each breed- 
er’s chickens going to be dependent 
on their performance as pure breeds 
or what they contribute to 
bred? It must be evident to everyone 
that at the present time I, personally 
believe the future of our industry is 
headed in the direction of a crossbred 
or strain cross. For this reason I 
wish to emphasize the illogical ap- 
proach which is being made by many 
breeders of chickens. 

Probably one example might illus- 
trate what I mean. In one table poul-

Breeders are 
maintaining Barred Rocks only for 
sires of the crossbred chick. Yet, until 
recently, all selective breeding on the 
Barred Rocks has been to make them 
better Barred Rocks. The original 
strain which the breeder maintains 
was selected from several Barred 
Rock strains tested by crossing with 
his New Hampshires. The illogical 
procedure is that the breeders stopped 
at this point. Since crossbred chicks 
are produced throughout the year, it 
is a simple matter to test the Barred 
Rock cockerels in the autumn and by 
the mating season the best crossbred 
chick producers are known. These 
selected sires could then be used to 
perpetuate the Barred Rock flock 
One breeder instituted this procedure 
at my suggestion four years ago. He 
is pleased with the improvement in 
his commercial crossbred chicks 
which are rapidly gaining in popu- 
larity. 

To summarize the most desirable 
breeding procedures in a few brief 
sentences: In order to utilize hybrid 
vigor, strains or lines of breeds must 
be crossed. Present opinion of genet- 
icists questions whether inbreeding 
or the strains prior to their use in the 
cross is necessary or even advisable. 
For chickens to be used only as pure- 
breds of one strain select individuals 
from only the best families. For chick- 
ens to be used primarily as parents 
of crossbreds, select individuals which 
produced the best crossbreds and use 
them to reproduce the pure breeds 
on which the crossbred is based. The 
completeness with which such a cross- 
breeding progeny test will be made 
depends on the facilities available and

the meat of a corn-fed animal. 

He said, “In a matter of minutes, 
pure beef tallow is injected into the 
carcass of a range steer, and tests 
show that it becomes as tender and 
edible as if fattened with corn. A test 
reported by a farm magazine showed

can’t be used in birds less than 3 to 
3% weeks old. The same kind of 
vaccine can, however, be used in 
these younger birds if it is injected 
into the nostril or eye.” Dr. Bottorff 
noted that it is intranasal, rather 
than wing-web, vaccine which is used 
in this way. He said the following 
sentences were omitted from the ab- 
stract of Dr. Welsh's talk: 

“In order to fill the gap between 
hatching time and period when chicks 
can be vaccinated with wing-web 
vaccine a new type of vaccine called 
intranasal vaccine has been intro- 
duced. This vaccine is prepared in 
exactly the same fashion as the wing- 
web vaccine and it can be adminis- 
tered by dropping it into the nostril 
or into the eye of the baby chick.’

nity. Chicks vaccinated at 1 to 7 
days of age with intranasal vaccine 
will derive little or no benefit by 
revaccination with wing-web vaccine 
at 4 weeks of age.

STRESSING GOOD MANAGEMENT—The feed dealer who is trying to 
emphasize the importance of good management in poultry farm operations 
can well use some figures reported by the University of Illinois. A survey 
showed that high profit poultry farms earned more than twice as much per 
hen above feed costs last year than did all poultry farms covered by the 
survey. The 70 best farms showed returns above feed costs of $2.68 per hen 
compared with an average of $1.15 over for 314 farms. The difference was duc 
to the fact that each hen in the more profitable flocks laid 17 more eggs at 
19¢ less feed cost and that almost 2 lb. more meat was sold per bird. It is 
information like this which can be used by the dealer in his efforts to help his

A survey made in lowa showed that 
for 28 feed firms on which information was available for a year pre- 
ceding as well as for the year following a change to stricter credit, 
average volume increased over 15%. In one case volume increased 
48% over a four-year period after credit was tightened up. Several 
firms reported a temporary drop in volume immediately following the 
change. In most cases the customers had fully adjusted themselves 
to the new arrangement within six months, This information was pre- 
sented by Robert Scharf, credit manager for Cargill, Inc., during a 
panel discussion on credit at a recent feed convention

DOLLAR SAVING PROMOTION STUNT—A promotion stunt that may prove 
interesting for your customers and help build store traffic is one based on 
the idea of saving dollars by buying at your feed store. This stunt makes 
use of old dollar bills that you may have saved. Or

nearby coin and stamp dealer. These old dollars are 
placed on display.

Not only will the old, large size dollar bills 
add interest to your promotion and help emphasize the theme of saving 
dollars; the large bills also can be used to illustrate the point that dollars are 
larger and go farther at your store

BUILDING A MAILING LIST—A lot of dealers are interested in 
building or revising mailing lists of customers and prospects. One way 
to help do this inexpensively is to combine the job with a special 
promotion to increase store traffic. Next time you put on a special 
sale, you might include a give-away deal as part of your promotion. 
In your advertising, invite farmers to come in and visit your store 
and have a look around. While they are there, ask them to write their 
names and addresses on slips of paper and drop them into a box 
At the end of the sale, you can hold a drawing and present the winner 
or winners with a radio or similar articles or items from your stor« 
Of course, persons entering their names wouldn't be required to 
buy in order to sign up. When the drive is all over, you can have a 
pretty fair list of names to add to your mailing list or to serve as a 
basis for a new list.

T is important that feed men as 
I well as others selling to farmers 

know the farmer's attitude as a 
customer. Some observations on this 
subject were made recently by Bob 
Hulsen, sales manager for the Moor- 
man Mfg. Co., Quincy, Ill, manufac- 
turer of feed supplements. 

The observations are called “The 
Psychology of Selling or Influencing 
Farmers.” Mr. Hulsen explains the 
thinking of farmers and their atti- 
tudes in their farm operations and in 
their buying, and he tells how the 
salesmen dealing with farmers can 
best do a selling job in view of their 
attitudes as customers. His observa- 
tions appeared recently in “Rural 
Marketing,” published by Country 
Gentleman magazine. 

The 17 points in Mr. Hulsen’s 
‘Psychology of Selling or Influencing 
Farmers” follow: 

1. “I want to do what others do.”- 
A farmer wants to be “in the swim.”

Synthetic Sow’s Milk 
Fed to Other Animals,

Conference Told 

ST. LOUIS—Use of a formula milk 
in feeding not only piglets but also 
colts, calves, lambs, puppies and mink 
was described in an address at the 
recent National Farm Chemurgic 
Council conference by Herbert G 
Luther, who developed the synthetic 
sow’s milk Terralac. 

Mr. Luther, who is director of ani- 


mal nutrition research for Chas 
Pfizer & Co., Inc., New York, first 
reported formulation of Terralac at 
a nutrition conference at the Univer- 


sity of Minnesota last November. His 
address before the Farm Chemurgic 
Council was a general report of ex- 
periments up to date. Terralac con- 
tains the antibiotic terramycin 

More than 30 colts have been raised 
on Terralac with “absolutely no dif- 
ficulties,” Mr. Luther said. A large 
number of calves have been raised on 
the milk which not only had a “favor- 
able effect in controlling scours” but 
also ‘materially improved the rate of 
growth,” he said. Mr. Luther said 
Terralac also has “improved the 
health and rate of growth of mink,” 
and it has been used successfully as 
a milk extender for puppies. 

Orphan lambs raised on the milk 
are the only animals which insist on 
drinking it exclusively through nip- 
ples, he said. Reduction of scouring 
and increased growth also were noted 
with lambs

It has been adopted on 
Illinois and Iowa farms and in other 
corn-hog states, he said. 

Among other speakers at the Farm 
Chemurgic Council conference was 
Dr. Charles N. Kimball, president of 
Midwest Research Institute, Kansas 
City. He predicted that the farm of 
tomorrow will be as much a product 
of engineering science as is the most 
modern television set of today. 

The ideal farm will be designed and 
arranged from an engineering stand- 
point so that the greatest production 
will be possible at the lowest cost 
and with the least labor, he said 

Development of newer farm equip- 
ment, capable of more diversity, will 
materially increase the chances of 
successful introduction of new crops 
into the present agricultural picture, 
Dr. Kimball said. He added that the 
engineer has already made substan- 
tial contributions in the production, 
harvesting, storing, transporting and 
processing of agricultural material. 

Dr. Kimball believes that the great 
losses sustained each year from im- 
proper storage of farm products 
could be greatly reduced with the 
proper applications of scientific farm 
planning. “It seems certain that the 
engineer will contribute to the solu- 
tion of this problem by design and 
implementation of efficient drying 
equipment and facilities for safer 
storage,” he said

tail on a donkey in a blindfold game 
and the soybean oil meal ceiling cou!'d 
readily move into the $100 ton range 
quickly through the device of mineral- 
ized meal above the $90 base. 

If that occurred it was predicted 
that crushers would find the same 
complaints shortly, and the net ef- 
fect would be to boost the cost of feed 
to the consumers to the amount that 
mineralized feeds sold above the $90 
ceiling 

Problem Is Oil 

The problem at USDA stands out 
clearly as one of oil prices. 

Some relief is indicated for oil 
shortly when it has been understood 
that economic aid funds will shortly 
be approved for use by the western 
Germans government for substantial 
purchases of soybean oil from the 
U.S. Other reports that USDA will 
dump its cottonseed oil stocks in Eu- 
rope are incorrect. USDA is still 
standing on its previous plan to re- 
tain its cottonseed oil stocks—largely 
held on the Pacific Coast—until the 
size of the U.S. cotton crop is seen 
and olive oil production in the Medi- 
terranean is known. On the basis of 
previous experience, the Mediterran- 
ean olive crop swings from high to low 
production. If this past experience is 
sustained, then the 1952 olive oil crop 
will be lower than the bountiful crop 
of 1951 

All government experts are bullish 
on edible oil prices for the long pull, 
feeling that by mid-year oil prices will 
sharply reverse themselves 

Feed industry officials and experts 
at the working level of OPS are not 
disputing this prediction, but they 
contend that in the interval crushers 
will not be able to operate except at 
a loss. At OPS front office executives 
say that the present price ceilings are 
illegal since they do not reflect par- 
ity to the producer of soybeans. The 
composite price of soybean oil and 
soybean oi] meal is less than parity 
to the farmer, they say. 

In connection with the fruitless 
session on March 19 between the soy- 
bean industry groups and OPS it 
should be emphasized that feed in- 
dustry officials on duty here with the 
price agency only favored that meet- 
ing if the OPS plan for price adjust- 
ment was disclosed. They were not 
informed of a front office ban on any 
disclosure of the agency policy and 
consequently should not be charged 
with any responsibility for the utter 
failure of the meeting to produce re- 
sults. 

Front Office Maneuver 

In other quarters it is suspected 
that the front office officials had 
hoped that an inconclusive statement 
by the presiding officials of the meet- 
ing would provoke the industry group 





dustry group held steadily for decon- 
trol as the only remedy. 

Decontrol of soybeans, soybean oil 
meal, soybean oil and competitive 
products is not a possibility unless 
Congress moves into the picture 

This week the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee made several 
tentative steps before reporting price 
control provisions of an extension of 
the Defense Production Act of 1950, 
as amended. The expected decontrol 
formula of the committee was not 
reported, and it is now understood 
that the committee is waiting on the 
promised decontrol policy of the OPS 
before taking action. If this decon- 
trol policy is not satisfactory to the 
committee it is still possible that the 
Senate committee will write its own 
policy, but even such a decision would 
not necessarily force the hand of the 
price administrator, who has repeat- 
edly said that no decontrol action 
would be approved which increased 
prices in the foreseeable future. Ob- 
viously, soybean oil meal, which 
would advance to as much as $100 
ton on basis of industry testimony, 
would exclude any decontrol action 


Rests on Congress 

The sole hope for action on meal 
seems to rest in forceful congressional 
demand. 

This hope is tainted by the shadow 
of the steel wage-price controversy 
which faces the government officials 
The wage increase of 17%¢ an hour 
approved by the Wage Stabilization 


Board, plus fringe benefits which 
would increase that hourly wage 
boost substantially, is higher than 


early predictions indicated. 

When Feedstuffs printed the OPS 
policy on soybean oil meal and soy- 
bean oil it also reported that promi- 
nent OPS officials close to the price 
administrator stated that any prompt 
action was premature for these com- 
modities, and subsequently the office 
of the economic stabilizer declared 
that no decontrol actions would be 
taken until the steel-wage price dis- 
pute was settled. 

The soybean industry and the feed 
manufacturers seem to have played 
their trump cards without avail, and 
the vexatious problem still remains 
for the crushers and the feed indus- 
try except that USDA now has taken 
a hand in the game—making the out- 
look darker than ever. 

Everyone agrees that it is an in- 
equitable situation, but no one in 
official channels except the food price 
division of OPS wants to do anything 
about it.

vails. This irregularity may be due to 
a rather late spring 

There has been some further pick- 
up in chick starter sales as warmer 
weather creeps northward, but most 
mills say this type of business is not 
as good as it should be for this time 
of year. Broiler raisers’ demand con- 
tinues active. The principal broiler 
sections have been running ahead of 
last year on chick placements, but 
prices have developed a weaker trend 
lately. Egg mash sales have been 
surprisingly good in view of the cur- 
rent values of eggs. Turkey feed sales 
continue to pick up a little momen- 
tum each week as the season pro- 
gresses. Volume is still rather light 

Hog feed sales generally are a dis- 
appointment, but feed manufacturers 
are not too surprised at this because 
of the poor feeding ratios resulting 
from current price relationships. A 
little late season cattle feed business 
developed this week because of the 
prolonged cold weather and snowfall 

Operations of plants in this area 
were reasonably good this week. A 
few reported a shorter run than in 
the preceding period, and some indi- 
cated improvement. The bulk of the 
mills ran at about the same rate as 
in the preceding period. 

Output this week is not quite up 
to the level of a year ago when there 
was a business upswing at the end of 
March. For the period since the first 
of the year, however, the Southwest- 
ern feed output has exceeded last 
year's comparable period 


Nertheast 


Demand for formula feeds in the 
Northeast remained spotty this week. 
The eastern area reports a very slow 
demand for chicken starter feeds, 
probably as a result of the poor egg 





returns. The dairy industry is the 
best user of formula feeds, maintain- 
ing a very high yield of milk for 
which there is an exceptionally good 
demand in this industrialized section 
Production of formula feeds in this 
area was rather fair despite the spot- 
ted demand, with all mills reporting 
a fairly full running week. 
Millfeeds are still moving 
slowly. Prices remained fairly sta- 
tionary throughout the week Pro- 
tein meals are still in short supply, 
but their absence is being filled to a 
large extent by the concentrates, 
which while higher in price, have 
slackened off somewhat from their 
early levels. Canadian feed wheat 
supplies are practically used up, and 
nothing more is expected until after 
navigation opens on the Great Lakes 


Southeast 


An improved demand for formula 
feeds in the Southeast is having a 
hard time getting started. For the 
past two weeks indications have been 
toward an improvement in consump- 
tion to take care of increased num- 
bers, but there has actually been no 
pick up of consequence 

Most manufacturers report that 
their mills are running on a moderate- 
ly good schedule. It is estimated 
that the average production time for 
mills over the Southeast would be 
five working days. Business is quite 
spotty, with almost all mill managers 
reporting both good and bad days 
It is evident that consumers are stay- 
ing close to the shore, ordering only 
the feeds necessary to maintain their 
flocks and animals week to week 

Demand for hog supplements is sea- 
sonally slow, although it is anticipat- 
ed that feeding of spring baby pigs 
will soon cause some pick-up in the 
over-all production of swine rations 

Continuing heavy rains in the wake 
of storms passing through the South 
have had a detrimental effect upon 
spring pastures. A great portion of

In spite of this, dairymen are 
reluctant to buy more than their 
immediate dairy feed requirements 
because a few days of continuous hot 
sunshine would probably make the 
pastures spurt. 

The big pinch is now beginning 
in formula feeds. Cottonseed meal is 
almost impossible to obtain from 
any source. There are only a very 
few resale offerings in the mar- 
ket for southern soybean oil meals. 
So far, the comparatively minor pro- 
duction of peanut oi] meal has 
stretched to cover the existing de- 
mand. Most southern feed manufac- 
turers were fairly well covered on 
their March protein requirements; 
now evident that a 
number of mills are in critical need 
of either soybean or cottonseed oil 
meals. If feed demand should reach 
its forecasting strength in April, it is 
entirely possible that this condition 
could reach a critical stage 

Added to the weakness in the egg 
markets, much concern is being ex- 
pressed over the lagging of broiler 
sales and the weak trend in the broil- 
er market. Chick starter feed sales 
are good due to heavy placements. 
Reliable sources report that the cur- 
rent level of broiler prices will permit 
a profit only through careful man- 
agement 

Notwithstanding this, there is a 
general spirit of optimism throughout 
the South in the expansion of com- 
mercial broiler producing areas. Re- 
liable reports indicate that feed deal- 
ers are giving financial encourage- 
ment to the raising of chicks in a 
number of southeastern localities 
which they hope will develop into 
new commercial poultry centers 


Central States 


A decided slump in formula feed 
business is apparent in the central 
states this week, with demand for 
most types of rations slipping per- 
ceptibly. Mixers’ backlogs amount to 
almost nothing 

It is difficult to pin the blame on 
any one factor, although manufac- 
turers are inclined to believe that 
low profit margins for producers 
probably should take most of the re- 
sponsibility 

Feeders of hogs, layers, broilers 
and dairy cattle say they are having 
difficulty making ends meet at cur- 
rent feeding ratios, and therefore are 
inclined to depend on their inven- 
tories and buy feeds on a replacement 
basis only. Most manufacturers be-

sexed birds for poultrymen on very 
short notice 

Ingredient markets were slightly 
easier, and the protein situation in 
the Pacific Northwest was consider- 
ably eased with the arrival of sever- 
al thousand tons of soybean oil meal 
from the Orient. It was reported that 
the meal, which was made in the U.S 
last year and shipped to Japan, now 
being re-exported in the original con- 
tainers, was in good shape, with a 
wide variety of domestic producers 
represented in the shipment. Price of 
this meal is $112 ton, ex-dock, Seattle 

The meat scrap, fish meal markets 
and also the grain markets continued 
steady with here and there a shading 
of list prices on odd cars for spot or 
nearby movement 

Weather conditions are favorable 
for both dairy animals and poultry, 
and the baby chick and turkey bus- 
iness should be making itself felt 
from a tonnage standpoint within the 
next month or six weeks.

CEILING PENALTY ON CORN 
OIL MEAL TO BE DROPPED 


WASHINGTON—The price penalty 
on corn oil meal with less than a 
certain protein content will be re- 
voked shortly by the Office of Price 
Stabilization in an amendment to the 
recently issued order covering by- 
product feeds of the wet corn milling 
industry. 

Supplementary Regulation 86 to 
the General Ceiling Price Regulation, 
which is the order covering these by- 
product feeds, said that ceiling prices 
on the products must be reduced in 
proportion to any deficiency in pro- 
tein below the specified “standard 
protein content.” Corn oil meal suf- 
fered a price penalty since it was 
bracketed with corn gluten feed and 
other products under this provision 

The amendment to SR 86 which 
has been cleared at the working lev- 
els of OPS provides that corn oil 
meal will no longer be subject to the 
protein deficiency penalty. Accord- 
ing to trade complaints, this product 
never sold on the basis of protein 
content but was used largely as a 
vehicle for distribution of other prod- 
ucts in feeds. 


MERCK REDUCES PRICES 
ON 2 FEED SUPPLEMENTS 


RAHWAY, N.J.—Merck & Co., Inc., 
manufacturing chemists, has an- 
nounced price reductions on two feed 
supplements. The price of Merck’s 
procaine penicillin antibiotic feed 
supplement has been reduced to $1.08 
a pound from $1.28 on less than ton 
shipments and to $1 from $1.20 on 
carload lots. 

Price reduction on Merck's vitamin 
B, and antibiotic feed supplement, 
which also contains procaine penicil- 
lin, is from 82¢ to 72¢ Ib. in less than 
ton shipments and from 78¢ to 68¢ Ib 
in carload lots 

Both products are growth-promot- 
ing supplements in general use in the 
poultry and livestock feed manufac- 
turing industry.
